percent) of the total number that used U.S. press materials 
wire concerned with the integration difficulties. Jut school 
integration was the subject of less than one percent of Radio 
Moscow's total output during the period.

During t 
period under review, only the following additional sources 
were characterized by Moscow In any way: TIME Magazine 
(" influential"), the CAPITAL TIMES (also "lnfluentia!' ) , and 
BUSINESS WEEK ("olosely linked with scientific, industrial 
and research circles").
